2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the prior art of record does not disclose the claimed 
invention including the combination of the panel and fastening 
member. The specific limitations of the clamp are not present 
in the prior art of record in combination with the panel, and to 
modify the prior art of record to achieve the claimed 
limitations would constitute impermissible hindsight. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to 
avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
